Young Markert's Mother Positive
He Was Kidnapped.

Ho Was a Broker's Messenger and

Disappeared Last Friday.

All Efforts of the Pollco to Trace
Illm Have Failed.

Otto Markert. the fifteen-year-ol- d mes-
senger of Berlin & Son, brokers, at S9

Broad street, has disappeared as com-
pletely ns through the earth had opened
and swallowed him.

Since the moment on Triday morning
that he parted with a friend In a City
Hall blue car on his way to work he has
not been seen nor heard of by any cne
who knew him.

The nbsolute effacemont from the
world thnt knew him Is given public
Interest by every feature of the case
In theso Inwless times.

"I know that Otto Is kept from me
against his will. If he Is ale and was
able to do bo. he would come home
or send me word," sobbed his mother
this morning.

That she r.ad Just grounds for her
faith in her boy is not to bo disputed.
Ho was a good boy, on the testimony
of the neighbors and his employers,
who will not fill his place until assured
that he will never come back.

The most extraordinary efforts have
been made In the past week to locate
Otto. Two general police alarms have
been sent out In neighboring cities. In-
spector McLaughlin has worked on the
case In person; the Gerry 8oclety has
multiplied copies of tho boy's photo-cr.in- h

and scattered them broadcast, and
every spot thnt the boy might visit of
his own accord has been repeatedly
searched.

Otto Is the younger son of Andrew
Markert, a harber, living at 617 East
Fourteenth street. He was taken out
of Bchool about a year ago and put to
work in un advantageous situation

with Berlin & Son.
At his home Otto was quiet and stu-

dious, and seldom or never left the
house upon returning from work. Ho
found his only companions among the
Sleber boys, who live In the same ten-
ement, and their pleasures lay chiefly
In music, house games and th reading
of books from the Sixteenth Street Cir-
culating Library.

At the office, Otto Is Bald to have been
honest, prompt and Intelligent. He was
regularly trusted with errands to tho
banks, on which occasions he often car-
ried sums of money.

Friday morning Otto left home with
Joseph Slefert, who Is seventeen years
old. This boy said that night, as soon as
Mr. and Mrs. Markert became alarmed,
that he had left Otto In the blue car
nt Chnmbers street and Park Row.
The father notified the police that night
and next morning went down to Berlin
& Son and learned that Otto had not
reported nt the office the previous morn-
ing. Mr. Berlin called upon the
Markerts that afternoon and promised
to do anything In his power to unravel
the mystery.

Last Saturday the police sent out a
genernl alarm with this description:
"Bright looking boy, about fifteen years
old, medium height, has light hair and
dark brown eyes, wore a black derby
hat, black sack coat and vest, outing
Bhirt, brown striped trousers and laced
Bhoes."

The alarm was repeated last Monday.
The mother has been twice to Carteret,
N. J., where her eldor Bon lives, and has
written to her cousin In Orangeburg, N.
J. The boy has not been seen In either
place.

Mrs. Markert was asked by an "Even-
ing World" reporter y If Otto read
books of adventure that might excite a
taste for wandering. Sho said that he
usually read upproved works of fiction,
and had never read boys' cheap litera-
ture.

BABY SCALDED TO DEATH.

Threw Hot Coffee on Itself and Died
from the effects.

Bernard Slavouskl. a Russian Pole,
who lives at 37 Ludlow street, was at
the Coroners' office early this morning
to get a permit for the burial of his in-

fant daughter, Eva, who died yesterday
morning from the effects of being
scalded with hot coffee last Saturday
morning. The baby was only seven
months old.

Last Saturday morning her mother,
Lena Slavouskl. was gilng her children
their breakfast.

M'GLORY DEN1ESTHE MURDER

Ho Says Mary Walsh Must Hare
Fallen Whilo Drunk.

Pollco Unable to Discover Trace of
a Weapon In tho Case.

Simon McGlory, tho sailor accused of
murdering Mary Walsh, with Capt. Cort-rig-

and several policemen of the Elev-
enth Precinct, waited all tho morning In
Essex Market Police Court to get the
case before Justice Koch.

Capt. Cortright's men last night ar-
rested August Meyer, of 116 Allen street,
nnd Joeph Frank, of OS Orchard strict.They, and John Moran, the lamplighter,
who saw McGlory with Mary Walsh,
but who was not under arrest, were In
court.

An "Evening World" reporter saw
thorn nit this morning, and McGlory aswell. He denies that ho struck MaryWalsh.

"I'm as Innocent of killing that womans a babe unborn," he said, trembling
like an aBpen, and with tears In his eyes.

She and I left the house nt 7.30 Monday
night. We got a drink at the nearestsaloon, nnd then went to Barney
Rourke's place, at Canal and Forsythe
streets. We had a drink at Barnes's.Mary went away, while I remained.

"She came back two or three times
between that time and 3 o'clock the nextmorning. The last time, I told tho bar-
tender not to give her anv more drink.
She was drunk then, and I was not
sober.

"When we left Barney's I didn't knowvery much myself. She didn't want to
go home. We were going through Or-
chard street, near tho place where shewas found, when she refued to go. I
tried to pull her nlong, but she wouldn't
move. I then told her I would get apoliceman.

"I walked around the corner, but snw
none. hen I came back sho lay on
the sidewalk. I stooped down and put
my arms around her neck That's how
I got the blood on my coatsleeve."

Capt. Cortrlght said that It looks ns
ii .nury tvainn nnu iauen ana cut ner
head on tho stone steps of 102 Orchardstreet.

"McGlory had no weapon of any kind,"
said the Captain this morning, "withwhich he could have Btruck a blow to
Inflict the long wound In the hack of
the head. Nothing can be found any-
where. None of the witneBses saw a
blow struck, nnd I'm Inclined to be-
lieve It was an nccldent."

Maude Mack, who was arrested on thecorner of Canal and Forsyth streets
late last night, lor drunkenness, was
In court. She wns thought at first to
have been the woman who was mur-
dered.

"I'm no corpse," she shouted, "and
I want to see a reporter. I'm from
Boiton nnd tho daughter of a soldier,
and I don't want to he accused of being
murdered dead."

Bergamo Says Italian Bankers
Attaokcd Him.

Doctors Believe that Ho Is Danger-

ously Wounded.

Ono of the Accused In Custody and
tho Other Escaped.

Pletro Palodlno banker and saloon-
keeper, of 77 Mulberry street, was ar-
raigned at the Tombs Police Court this
morning, charged with stabbing Joseph
Bergamo, an Italian, living on Staten
Island, Alphonso Guldo, with whom Pal-

odlno took sides In the altercation with
Bergamo. Is at large. Bergamo lies In n
critical condition nt the home of his Bi-
ster, 177 Mulberrv street.

Last evening Bergamo, Alexander Llndl
and another Italian were drinking in the
saloon of Arseno Pernntto, at 78 Mul-

berry street, when Gullo entered, and
some hot words passed. Finally, It is al-

leged, Guldo said to Bergamo:

The altercation was renewed, and
Guldo demanded money hcclalmed was
due him Llndl anticipating trouble, ran
on In search of a policeman. While hu
was gone, Bergamo was stabbed. Po-

liceman Dleger, of the Elizabeth street
station, found Bergamo lying on the
sidewalk In front of the saloon bleeding
from u stab wound In the chest and
another l'i the forearm Ho was re-

moved at once to tho Chambers Street

Llndl pointed out Palodlno ns one of
the men with whom Bergamo had his
quarrel. Guldo had escaped.

Bergamo, although seriously stabbed,
left the hospital against the ndvlcu of
the surgeon, there as soon as his wounds
were dressed He Is said to be danger-
ously wounded. According to his story
Palodlno held him while Guldo did the
stabbing.

Palodlno when arraigned In court to-
day said ho was t during the
altercation, but In tho next breath told
Justice Ryan that Bergamo himself did
the stabbing with a pair of tailors'
shear.).

Guldo nnd Palodlno are partners in the
banking business at 77 Mulberry street.
About three weeks ago Bergamo, Palo-
dlno claims, purchased of tnem a pre-
paid steamer ticket to Italy, but still
owed some money on It. Palodlno was
held to await the result of Bergamo's
Injuries.
